17 GOVERNORS ATTEND 
WHITE HOUSE LUNCHEON 


Gov. Stark Among Those Enter- 
tained by President After 
Convention.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 16.—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt had as White House 

17 Governors 
who have been attending a confer- 
ence in Atlantic City. 

The list included Gov. Herbert H. 
Lehman of New York, who took is- 
sue with the Chief Executive over 
the President’s court bill. It was 
the first meeting of the two old 
friends since that split. Gov. Nice 
of Maryland was ill and unable to 
attend. He was taken in an ambu- 
lance to Maryland today. He is 
suffering from what is thought to 
be an eye abscess. 

Others listed by the White House 
as invited are: Richard C. McMul- 
len of Delaware; Harold G. Hoff- 
man of New Jersey; Wilbur L. 
Cross of Connecticut; Olin D. John- 
son of South Carolina; George C.

TEN YOUTHS BURN TO DEATH, 
TRAPPED IN FARM BUILDING 


Victims Had Gone From Ireland 
te Scotland for Potato Harvest; 
16 Other Workers Escape.

KIRKINTILLOCH, Scotland, 
Sept. 16.—Ten farm youths brought 
from Ireland to help harvest the 
potato crop were burned to death 
today in a fire in the “bothy” 
where they slept. 

Two men and 14 women sleeping 
in other parts of the bothy, a build- 
ing used for quartering laborers, 
escaped by smashing through win- 
dows. 

The 10 youths were trapped in a 
section of the stone building. The 
door was locked and windows were 
too high to reach. A cigarette is 
thought to have started the fire. 


5000 RISE TO SALUTE FLAGS, 
GERMAN GRANDSTAND FALLS 


Many Hurt in Collapse During Mili- 
tary Parade at Euskirchen, 
Near Cologne.

COLOGNE, Germany, Sept. 16.— 
A grand stand jammed with 5000 
spectators collapsed today during a 
military parade at Euskirchen, 
near here. Many were hurt. 

The United States Consul-Gener- 
al, Alfred Klieforth, and his wife, 
narrowly escaped injury. 

The Belgian Vice-Consul, Von de 
Bergh, was hurt. No Americans 
were injured, although there were 
a number of them in the group of 
foreign dignitaries in the stand. 

The occasion was the final parade 
of the Twenty-sixth Division, in 
autumn maneuvers, and the repeat- 
ed mass rising of the spectators to 
salute flags toppled the temporary 
stand.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 16. — That 
Hugo L. Black has made himself 
eligible to draw $2500 in extra sal- 
ary was disclosed today with the 
discovery that Aug. 19, seven days 
after his appointment by Presi- 
dent Roosevelt and on the same 
day he recelved his commission 
from the President, Black broke a 
long-standing precedent by taking 
not merely the oath to which all 
public servants subscribe, but also 
privately an oath as Associate Jus- 
tice. 

From that date, according to legal 
experts, Black has been a full- 
fledged member of the Supreme 
Court, entitled to hear applications, 
participate in all concerns pertain- 
ing to a Justice and likewise to 
draw pay. Customarily a new Jus- 
tice swears to the general oath in 
the robing room of the court on the 
day when he appears to take office. 
This pledge is usually administered 
by the Chief Justice. The second, 
or judicial oath is ordinarily admin- 
istered by the clerk of the court 
before the new member ascends the 
bench. Black resigned as Senator 
Aug. 19, and on the following day, 
Mrs. Dixie Graves, wife of the Gov- 
ernor of Alabama, was sworn in 
as his successor in the Senate. 

There is a period of 46 days be- 
tween Aug. 19 and the date fixed 
for the next sitting of the Supreme 
Court. The salarr of an associate 


.| Justice is $20,000 a year, or $1666.66 


a month. For the month and a 
half, in consequence, Black has a 
right to draw pay of $2499.99. His 
Salary as a United States Senator 
was $10,000 a year. Black resigned 
from the Senate a few hours after 
receiving his commission. 

On Aug. 19, after receiving his 
commission and lunching with the 
President, Black informed report- 
ers, on leaving the White House, 
that he had no idea when or where 
the oath would be administered. In 
mid-afternoon of the same day, it 
appears from the records, he en- 
tered in the office of the Secretary 
of the Senate, Edwin A. Halsey, and 
there took the double-barreled oath 
before Charles F. Pace, financial 
clerk of the Senate, who acted as 
notary. 

Need Not Be Sworn Again. 

There was nothing illegal in this 
procedure, it is declared, since the 
understanding of authorities is that 
the oaths may be administered any- 
where and before a notary public 
if desired. But Justice Black, un- 
less he resigns in the meantime, 
will be entitled, when the Supreme 
Court meets, to ascend the bench 
without further ado. He will be 
under no necessity to repeat his 
oath in open court, as is customary, 
unless he desires to do so as a mat- 
er of tradition and ceremony. 

The dual pledge to which Black 
affixed his signature was supplied 
by the Department of Justice, in 
the shape of a regular form of the 
Government printing office. In ad- 
dition to the nominee’s signature, 
there were two entries to be filled 
out, one giving his day of birth as 
“Feb. 27, 1886”; and the other the 
“date of entry upon duty,” which 
reads: “Aug. 19, 1937.” 

Form of Judicial Oath. 

The judicial oath which Black 
took is administered to all Federal 
magistrates, including Justices of 
the Supreme Court as well as Cir- 
cult and District Judges, and must 
be taken before they proceed to 
perform the duties of their respec- 
tive offices. The text follows: 

“I—, do solemnly swear (or af- 
firm) that I will administer justice 
without respect to persons, and do 
equal right to the poor and the 
rich, and that I will faithfully and 
impartially discharge and perform 
all the duties incumbent on me as 
——, according to the best of my 
abilities and understanding, agree- 
ably to the Constitution and laws 
of the United States; so help me 
God.” 

Officially, the White House is 
still observing the silence imposed 
by the President through his state- 
ment at Tuesday’s press conference 
that there would be no further 
comment until Justice Black’s re- 
turn from Europe. Privately, Mr. 
Roosevelt’s close associates are 
maintaining that he was misled 
and let down. that he is exceedingly 
perturbed, ana that he fears the 
appointment may prove a major 
embarrassment not only to the ad- 
ministration but the Democratic 
party. What these intimates hope 
is that the Justice will resign 
voluntarily, in case he is unable to 
supply convincing refutation of the 
evidence regarding his Ku Klux 
Klan affiliations. 

Adviser Linked Black and Klan. 

The President affirmed at his 
press conference that prior to the 
Black appointment he had no 
knowledge of the Alabaman’s al- 
leged Klan connections, He was 
one of the few persons in Washing- 
ton without that knowledge. One 
of his closest advisers, Charles 
Michelson, publicity director of the 
National Democratic Committee, 
wrote for the New York World 
about 10 years ago a news article 
about the Klan in which there was 


WATERLOO DAIRY 
REORGANIZES AND 
STOPS GITY SALES 


Will Supply Customers 
Through Another Firm 
Pending Court Action on 
St. Louis Ordinance. 


COURSE APPROVED 
BY HEALTH CHIEF 


Illinois Company Obtains 
Dissolution of Its Tempo- 
rary Writ Against Offi- 
cials. 


A restraining order under which 
the Waterloo Milk Co. has been 
able to continue to sell milk in 
St. Louis, in spite of the revoca- 
tion of its city permit 10 days ago, 
was dissolved today at its own re- 
quest. At the same time, the com- 
pany announced it had reorganized 


and would suspend direct sale of 
bottled milk in St. Louis. 

The company, with $400,000 cap- 
ital stock, owned by 400 persons, 
most of whom are milk producers 
living near Waterloo, l., will con- 
tinue to sell the milk of its pro- 
ducers and indirectly serve its 
wholesale and retail customers in 
St. Louis. This will be done, with 
the approval of the St. Louis Health 
Department, by shipping raw milk 
to the plant of the South St. Louis 
Dairy Co., which will pasteurize 
and deliver it. 

Still Challenges Ordinance. 

The company will continue to 
challenge the validity of the city’s 
new pure milk ordinance. Its ap- 
plication for a permanent injunc- 
tion remained before Circuit Judge 
Robert J, Kirkwoed after dismiss- 
al be restraining order, No date 
for a beating on the application 
was — 


In the normal course of events 
some time must elapse before a 
final court decision on the validity 
of the ordinance may be obtained. 
Should the Circuit Court hold the 
ordinance invalid, an appeal would 
be taken to the Supreme Court by 
the city. The company also might 
carry an appeal there if the ordin- 
ance were upheld. 

In its reorganization, the com- 
pany removed F. G. Oexner as 
president and treasurer. Ocexner, 
who also had been general man- 
ager, hired Robert E. Hannegan, 
chairman of the Democratic City 
Committee and political lieutenant 
of Mayor Di n, to represent 
the company béfore the Board of 
Public Service to resist revocation 
of its permit and to attack the va- 
lidity of the ordinance in Circuit 
Court because he was a Democrat. 

Oexner was replaced by A. J. 
Koenigsmark, president of the 
State Bank of Waterloo and the 
Monroe Milling Co., who formerly 
4 president of the Waterloo Milk 

o. 

The other new officers are: 
George Altes, former, County Com- 
missioner, first vice-president; 
Louis Kolmer, farmer, second vice- 
president, and Emil J. Goeddel, 
plastering contractor, secretary- 
treasurer. They succeed A. M. 
Roth, first vice-president; John F. 
Schmidt, second vice-president, and 
B. B. Voris, secretary. 

In Trouble in Illinois, Too. 

A new difficulty confronted the 
company today as the result of the 
revocation of its pasteurization per- 
mit yesterday by the Illinois Health 
Department. Its milk sold in bot- 
tles is pasteurized at its Waterloo 
plant, which was ordered to discon- 
tinue operation immediately by Dr. 
Frank J. Jirka, State Health Com- 
missioner. 

Hannegan filed with Judge Kirk- 
wood today an amended injunction 
petition, similar to the first, but 
containing more detail. It contends 
the Board of Public Service was 
“unreasonable and abritrary” in re- 
voking the company’s permit on 
recommendation of Health Commis- 
sioner Joseph F. Bredeck. Dr. Bre- 
deck charged the company mixed 
with milk from inspected sources 
other milk from farms which had 
been barred from the St. Louis mar- 
ket because of objectionable sani- 
tary conditions. He also said the 
company had failed to meet require- 
ments of the ofdinance providing 
for reports of all sources of supply 
and levying a city inspection tax 
of 4 cents a hundred pounds. 

The charges against the com- 
pany, the petition said, were too 
vague dnd general and an attempt 
to obtain more specific informa- 
tion about them had been unsuc- 
cessful. At its hearing, the com- 
pany said, the Board of Public 
Service “adopted the attitude that 
it was organized for the purpose of 
ratifying and confirming and car- 
rying into effect the wishes and 
desires of the Health Commission- 
er.” 
Technical defects on which the 
law is contested include failure to 
include in the title of the bill men-

It was Kerckhoff's third mar- 
riage.

Miss Smith, who is about 26 years 
old, had been Kerckhoff’s secretary 
for five years. She resided with her 
aunt, Mrs. E. E. Barrow. Her par- 
ents, Mr. and Mrs. Oscar Smith, 
live at Carrollton, III.

NEW CURB ON FOREIGNERS 
TO FOLLOW PARIS BOMBINGS 


Cabinet Committee Drafting Law 
for Closer Police Surveillance 
Over Refugees. 

PARIS, Sept. 16. Premier Ca- 
mille Chautemps today named a 
ministerial delegation to draft a 
new law to control foreigners in 
France—the result of last Satur- 
day’s bombing of two headquarters 
of employer federations in which 
two policemen were killed. 

Minister of the Interior Marx 
Dormoy was designated to head the 
commission, which includes the 
ministers of justice, foreign affairs 
and labor or their representatives. 

The proposed law would place 
thousands of foreign refugees under 
police surveillance. France is tra- 
ditionally a sanctuary of political 
and other exiles of foreign nations: 

A man identified. by police as an 
“Italian Anarchist” was arrested at 
Toulouse in connection with the 
Paris bombings. The prisoner pro- 
tested his innocence.

COAST GUARD GUTTERS 
SEEKING ENDEAVOUR 


Cup Challenger of 1934 Broke 
From Convoy During 
Atlantic Gale,

BOSTON, Sept. 16.—Four coast 
guard cutters sped to a spot 200 
miles east of Nantucket today in 
search of Endeavour I, English rac- 
ing yacht, which parted from its 
convoy’s towline in a gale Monday 
night. The yacht was on the way 
to England. 

Endeavour’s plight 
known when the coast guard was 
notified by T. O. M. Sopwith’s 
power yacht Philante, which is tow- 


ing Endeavour II, defeated 
America’s Cup challenger, home to 
England. 


The Cayuga and Chelan left here 
last midnight, when Viva, convoy 
for Endeavour I, docked at New- 
port, R. I., and reported the loss. 
The Harriett Lane and Tahoe were 
sent today. 

A light southeast wind was re- 
ported blowing off Nantucket 
Lightship and visibility was clear. 
The Coast Guard said little fear 
was felt for the sloop because of 
its seaworthiness and its experi- 


enced crew. 
The Endeavour I was the un- 
successful challenger for the 


America’s Cup in 1934. It competed 
in Class J yacht races here this 
summer. 

A British crew of 19 was aboard 
the sloop. It was reported “com- 
pletely provisioned” for any ordin- 
ary trip across the Atlantic. 


Tow Captain Says Endeavour Should 
Have Put in at 
By the Associated Press. 

NEWPORT, R. I., Sept. 16.—Capt. 
Wallace Grint of the motor yacht 
Viva, which was towing Endeavour 
I when the line broke, said today 
the Endeavour should have put into 
Halifax yesterday if headed in that 
direction. 

Grint estimated that the wind was 
blowing 105 miles an hour when 
the vessels parted. Waves were 
battering the Viva's superstructure, 
he said, and it was some time be- 
fore he realized the tow had broken. 

The snapped tow line was nine 
inches in circumferenee. It parted 
about 90 feet from the Viva, and 510 
feet of the cord was left dangling 
at the end of the Endeavour. 

It was possible, Grint said, that 
the heavy rope, if not chopped from 
the Endeavour, might have dragged 
down the bow of the racing vessel 
considerably. 

The storm was so “terrific,” he 
said, that he considered himself 
lucky in being able to bring his 
own boat safely into port. 


DIVES 65 FEET, SAVES MAN 


Pittsburgh Painter Plunges From 
Scaffold to Rescue Worker.

PEIPING, Sept. 16.—Japanese 
commanders reported today that 
the center of the Chinese battle 
front in North China had been shat- 
tered and Gen. Wan Fu-lin’s Man- 
churian divisions were in full re- 
treat. 

Latest Japanese advices from the 
front 30 miles due south of here 
said the 100-mile long Chinese line 
‘had been split and its left wing 
was being driven to the west by re- 
peated blows from the pursuing 
Japanese. 

Japanese headquarters described 
the advance as the greatest offen- 
sive undertaken by the Japanese 
army since the Russian-Japanese 
war. 

The capture of Gen. Wan’s head- 
quarters at Kuanhsien, just south 
of the Yungting River, was said to 
have exposed his right flank and 
threatened to fold up all Chinese 
forces between Peiping and Tien- 
tsin. 

Wide Wheeling Movement. 

The fall of Kuanhsien opened the 
way for a wide wheeling move- 
ment to the west along the high- 
way from Peiping to Paotingfu, the 
Chinese general headquarters, Such 
a Japanese move would drive 
straight across the center of Hopeh 
province. 

Japanese troops were pouring 
across the Yungting River. Some 
60,000 were said to have taken part 
in the rout of the eight Chinese 
divisions—about 100,000 men—along 
the western 70 miles of the north 
China front. 

Behind a spearhead of 20,000 Jap- 
anese cavalry, strong tank units, 
mobile artillery and air bombers 
were pushing the Chinese to the 
west. Foreign military observers 
said the cavalry operation was the 
greatest since the World War. 

Japan’s army was bringing its 
highly mechanized units into full 
play. An army spokesman said that 
weather conditions in North China, 
with the end of the rainy season, 
were now ideal for operations. 

Strike for Railway Center. 

The Japanese advance, he said, 
was rolling on against Chochow, 20 
miles west of Kuanhsien and 40 
miles southwest of Peiping on the 
railroad to Hankow, the great 
north-south trunk line. 

Japanese said they had captured 
Fengshan, a walled town just west 
of the railroad and considerably 
north of Chochow, administering 
a severe defeat to Gen. Sun, whose 
troops form the western flank of 
the Chinese line. 

Foreign military observers, how- 
ever, believed that Gen. Sun had 
managed to withdraw his command 
intact after holding up the Jap- 
anese advance 25 miles southwest 
of Peiping for three weeks, There 
was little fighting reported in the 
vicinity of Fengshan. 


BRITISH LINER CARRYING

The sweep of the plague raised 
the number of cases in the Inter- 
national Settlement and the French 
Concession alone to 740. There are 
an additional 1400 suspected cases 
in the two areas. 

In the Chinese section of the city, 
where war refugees have been 
huddled together without even the 
most primitive sanitary provisions 
the number of cases is thought to 
be in the thousands. 

The great majority of those 
stricken are Chinese who have 
been forced into Shanghai from the 
war zones ringing the city.

After Two Weeks of Inactivity.

MADRID, Sept. 16.—Insurgent 

shells fell in Central Madrid at 
five-minute intervals today, killing 
several persons. 
The bombardment came after two 
weeks of artillery inactivity. It 
began about 11 a. m., and there 
were some casualties before persons 
in the downtown district could take 
cover. 

Government guns replied to the 
fire, which came from nearby hills. 

Several of the rebel shells fell 
in the Moncloa district and near 
the National Palace, where a fa- 
mous collection of medieval armor 
was damaged. 

Government authorities said the 
shelling had little military impor- 
tance. 

On the Madrid front there was 
sporadic rifle and machine gun fire. 
In the Carabanchel gector, on the 
Southwestern edge of the city, Gov- 
ernment troops blew up mines, de- 
stroying three insurgent powder 
Magazines and a reservoir. 

Insurgent trenches were reported 
flooded by the bursting of the tank. 
Government troops took advantage 
of the confusion to make a slight 
advance. 

The Government claimed slight 
advances at Pozoblanco on the 
Southern or Cordoban front and re- 
ported an insurgent pursuit plane 
and two tri-motored bombers were 
brought down in flames on the Ara- 
gon front, in Northeastern Spain. 

Military dispatches from Sari- 
nena said one of the bombers hit 
by Government anti-aircraft guns 
was a tri-motored German-made 
machine, The German pilot Man- 
owski and four crew members were 
killed, the dispatches said. One 
crew member, captured by the Gov- 
ernment troops, carried documents 
showing the plane and crew were 
German. 


Rebels Bomb Portbou, Disrupting 
Rail Communication With France.

PERPIGNAN, France, Sept. 16. 
—Insurgent planes bombed the 
Spanish frontier town of Portbou 
today, setting fire to freight trains 
in the yard, disrupting rail com- 
munication with France and caus- 
me heavy damage in the town it- 
self.

U. $.-BRITISH TALK ON MONEY: 


Sir Frederick Phillips to Call on 

Secretary Morgenthau Monday. 
By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 16.—Secre- 
tary of the Treasury Morgenthau 
arranged today to talk with Sir 
Frederick Phillips, Undersecretary 
of the British Treasury, when he 
arrives here Monday. 

In response to questions at a press 
conference, Morgenthau said the 
conference “has no specific objec- 
tive.” He expressed doubt that 
war debts would be discussed. Mor- 
genthau explained that, under the 
tri-Power monetary agreement be- 
tween France, Great Britain and 
the United States, a policy had been 
established of officials from the 
various treasuries visiting each oth- 
er from time to time, to exchange 
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a specific indictment of Hugo L. 
Black as a political beneficiary of 
the order of the hood and sheet. 

It appears certain, however, that 
Mr. Roosevelt consulted no one in 
the matter, and that he sent the 
appointment to the Senate as a re- 
sult of one of the famous hunches 
which visit him during the night 
and with which he wakes up in the 
morning.

“The prejudice and intoler- 
ance of the Klan are contrary to 
the Bill of Rights of the Constitu- 
tion which must be construed and 
enforced by the Supreme Court.” 

Senator Clark, on his way to 
Washington by train, telegraped 
the statement to his St. Louis head- 
quarters from Richmond, Ind. 


Smith Falls to Attack Black in 
Speech, Says He Didn’t Intend to. 

NEW YORK, Sept. 16.—Former 
Governor Alfred E. Smith went on 
the air last night in a speech which 
had been announced in advance as 
a projected attack on Supreme 
Court Justice Hugo L. Black for 


his purported Ku Klux Klan con- 
nections—and made no mention of 
either Black or the Klan. 

Asked if his failure to mention 


Black had not resulted from a 


change in plans, he answered that 
there had been “incorrect reports” 
of his plans. He did not intend, he 
said, to touch on the Klan contro- 
versy in any speech before the may- 
oralty primary. 
Norman Thomas, the Socialist 
presidential candidate in the last 
election, denounced the Klan and 
said that “in common decency” Jus- 
tice Black should resign from the 
bench “at once.” Black, said 
Thomas, had “deliberately deceived 
the public, the Senate, and prob- 
ably the President about his con- 
nection with it (the Klan).“ 


Klan Wizard Evans Says He Would 
Vote for Copeland. 

ATLANTA, Ga., Sept. 16.—Im- 
peria] Wizard Hiram Wesley Evans 
repeated yesterday his assertion 
that the Ku Klux Klan supported 
Dr. Royal 8. Copeland’s successful 
Senate candidacy in 1928, and added 
‘if I were there, Td vote for him 
tomorrow” in New York City’s 
mayoralty primary. 

Between trans-Atlantic telephone 
calls and flurries of telegrams, Dr. 
Evans recalled the Klan's support 
of Senator Copeland in 1928, the 
same year it opposed Alfred E. 
Smith’s presidential candidacy. 

Asked if Smith’s active interest 
in Copeland’s candidacy would 
shunt possible Klan votes from the 
Senator, Evans replied: “No. The 
animosity has been only on Smith's 
side. I think of Smith as a man 
very staunch in adherence to his 
church, but politically dumb.” 

The Klan does not make any 
campaign for a candidate or tell 
its members how they should vote, 
Evans said, but its votes go to the 
man who nearest suits its ideas and 
principles. Evans said “nine out 
of every 10 men who ever brought 
the Klan issue into a race have 
been defeated.”

BALTIMORE, Sept. 16.—Senator

WINS 10-YEAR FIGHT 
ON ‘SPOT’ ZONING LAW 


Charles F. Wippler Gets Court 
Order Against Garage Next 
to His Property. 


Charles F. Wippler has won his 
10-year legislative and legal fight 
against the commercial garage 
which, early in 1927, encroached on 
property adjoining his home at 
3706 Michigan avenue, in a tract set 
apart under the city zoning ordi- 
nance for residential use. 

At the time, inquiry showed 
that the Board of Aldermen, with- 
out holding a public hearing, had 
passed an amendment which 
changed the -lassification of one 
lot to commercial, This lot, be- 
tween the Wippler house at 3706 
and the corner filling station, num- 
ber 3700, was owned by the filling 
station owner, Herman J. Hohn. 
After the amendment was passed 
Hohn proceeded to build a garage 
there. 

Yesterday, the Missouri Supreme 
Court declared the spot zoning 
amendment to be invalid, and or- 
dered the Circuit Court to issue an 
injunction against further opera- 
tion of the garage, still run by 
Hohn as an annex to his filling sta- 
tion. A Circuit Court decision fa- 
vorable to Hohn was reversed, The 
case involves the garage building 
only, and does not affect the filling 
station, which was opened four 
years before the garage was built. 

Wippler has moved from the 
neighborhood and now lives at 4865 
Heidelberg avenue. He still owns 
the house, and said yesterday he 
hoped the garage would be re 
moved, though the court’s order 
says nothing about removal of the 
building. The building has always 
interfered with the light and air on 
the first floor of the Michigan ave- 
nue dwelling, Wippler said. 

When Hohn, a former policeman, 
started to build the garage, Wip- 
pler made a protest to his Alder- 
man, John A. Fett, since deceased. 
Fett said at the time that he “raised 
hell” in City Hall offices, but was 
unable to get the zoning amend- 
ment repealed or the work 
stopped. Wippler later filed his suit 
to enjoin operation of the garage. 

The Supreme Court yesterday 
held that the amending ordinance 
was invalid, because passed with- 
out notice or hearing. Judge Ernest 
S. Gantt, who wrote the opinion in 
Division No. 1 of the court, sharp- 
ly criticised the amending ordinance 
and the manner in which it was 
passed by the Board of Aldermen. 

Judge Gantt held that under the 
provisions of the State law and the 
St. Louis general zoning ordinance 
“the requirements of notice and a 
hearing are mandatory and neces- 
sary to the validity of an amend- 
ing ordinance.” 

“The record indicates the re- 
classification was made under in- 
fluences antagonistic to the pub- 
lic welfare and solely as a favor to 
Defendant Hohn,” Judge Gantt 
wrote. “The said amending ordi- 
nance is invalid not only for failure 
of notice and a hearing, but it is 
arbitrary and unreasonable under 
the enabling act, and for that rea- 
son invalid.” 

Hohn said today that he would 
have to talk with his lawyer as to 
the effect of the court’s decision on 
the garage building. He said that, 
in any case, he would continue to 
run his filling station. 

Building Commissioner Charles A. 
Welsch said today that he would 
consult the City Law Department 
before taking any step to interfere 
with operation of the garage. Asso- 
ciate City Counselor L. A. McKeown 
said that if the Circuit Court, as 
directed, should enjoin the owner 
against further use of the property 
for garage purposes, the owner 
would have to obey the order or 
face contempt proceedings. 


Italian Ruling on Tourist Films. 

The Italian Government has 
dropped its regulation requiring 
tourists to surrender films from 
miniature cameras for inspection 
and revision. Vice-Consul Alessan- 
dro Savorgnan announced today. 
New regulations, he said, require 
oniy that transient tourists make a 
special declaration of the amount 
of film taken into and out of Italy.

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DAUGHTERS CHALLENGE 
MRS. DE MENIL'S WILL 


Disinherited, They Sue to 
Break $250,000 Bequest to 
Their Aunt, 


A suit to contrue the will of 
Mrs. Mathilde Cornet De Menil, who 
died last October at Pasadena, Cal., 
was filed in Circuit Court today 
by Miss Josephine Lebrecht and 


Mrs. Louise L. Auler, 7309 Forsythe 
boulevard, daughters by Mrs. De 
Menil’s marriage to Dr. John C. 
Lebrecht, St. Louis physician, who 
died six years ago. 

The daughters ask that Mrs. De 
Menil’s bequest of her interest in 
the trust estate of her father, the 
late Henry Cornet, St. Louis whole. 
sale grocer, to a sister, Mrs. Jose- 
phine C. Adrien of Pasadena, be 
declared void, and that they be 
vested with title as heirs at law. 
This interest is estimated at 3250, 
000 by their attorney, Harry Troll, 
who explained that Mrs. De Menil 
virtually disinherited her daughters 
as a result of disagreement over 
her divorce from Dr. Lebrecht in 
1897. 

She expressed her intention in 
the will as follows: “I purposely 
make no provision for any child or 
children of mine.” A bequest of 
$500 was left to her attorney, Leon- 
ard Riccardi, of Hollywood. 

As ground for voiding the will, 
the daughters contend Mrs. De 
Menil did not comply with Mis- 
souri law requiring the mentioning 
of a child by name or giving to 
such heir at least a nominal be- 
quest. Consequently she died with- 
out a will so far as plaintiffs are 
concerned, they say. 

Its legality is further challenged 
on the ground that the limitation 
on the sister's right to inherit is 
contrary to law. The will provides 
that the sister receive the bequest 
if living at the time the Probate 
Court makes an order of distribu- 
tion, usually about 18 months after 
administration of an estate is be- 
gun. The plaintiffs say the limita- 
tion should have been the date of 
the testatrix’s death to avoid any 
possible vacuum of heirs. 

When Mrs. De Menil’s father died 
in 1912 he left an estate in- 
ventoried at $201,296, consisting 
principally of corporation stocks 
carried at their par value.

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New Home Economics 
Course Open to Boys 


High Schools Broaden Study to Acquaint 
Students With Problems of Community 
Life—Advanced Science Classes Added. 


How to run a household on a 
budget, what to do before the doc- 
tor arrives, and how to make the 
best use of leisure time are just a 
few of the topics in a new course 
in home economics, open to boys as 
well as girls, which has been added 
to the public high school curriculum 
as an elective for seniors. 

The course, entitled “Problems 
of Home Living,” and another new 
course, “Advanced Science,” deal- 
ing with physics and chemistry as 
applied to everyday life, have been 
introduced with a view of broaden- 
ing the scope of high school train- 
ing in line with modern educational 
trends. 

Not many students are registered 
in the courses this term, as they 
were not announced until late last 
spring, but a substantial increase 
in enrollment is anticipated next 
semester, as pupils learn more of 
what the courses offer, Dr. Henry 
J. Gerling, Superintendent of In- 
struction, said to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter today. One problem will 
be to overcome the prejudice which 
boys may have against taking a 
home economics course, he added. 

Neither of the courses will qual- 
ify as a specific pre-requisite for 
entrance to college, but both prob- 
ably will be accepted as electives: 
They are intended primarily for 
students not planning to go to col- 
lege, the home economics course to 
acquaint the student with ordinary 
problems of home and community 
life, the science course to give some 
inkling of the meaning of physics 
and chemistry in the modern world. 

Broader Home Economics Field. 

Miss Edena Schaumberg, super- 
visor of householdg arts, describing 
the home ecomonics course, said: 

“There is a distinct trend in 
schools throughout the country 
toward making home economics 
courses more than just a series of 
lessons in cooking and sewing. The 
idea is to integrate these elements 
into the whole picture of home life 
—what the daily food requirements 
are, how to relate these require- 
ments to the household budget, 
what clothes to wear for various 
occasions and the importance of 
being well-groomed. 

“The study, of course, goes far 
beyond these phases. It enters the 
field of psychology, sociology and 
even mathematics, dipping into 
every field of knowledge touching 
on successful maintenance of the 
home and family. For this reason 
we believe the course will prove at- 
tractive and valuable to boys and 
girls alike.” 

There is no pre-requisite, and 
girls already in the home economics 
department may take the course in- 
stead of or in conjunction with 
their regular senior home economics 
course. 

“We do not hope to train boys 
and girls to step from the class into 
successful operation of a household, 
but we do want to instill enough 
fundamentals so that, whether they 
go on to college or not, they will 
have some background for home 
management and, most important 
of all, will know what to read and 
how to find out the things they will 
need to know,” Miss Schaumberg 
said. 

Sub-Topics of Course. 

Sub-topics of the course throw 
light on the broad field of study 
contemplated. For the first semes- 
ter they are, in order: Food needs 
for the individual, clothes for the 


occasion, dollars in relation to daily 
living, personality development 
through family living, problems in 
safeguarding the family health, and 
the family’s recreational problems. 

With mastery of these fui. damen- 
tals, the student goes deeper into 
problems of the home, as manifest- 
ed by the second semester program: 
Setting up standards of successful 
family life, the housing problem, 
home management problems in re- 
lation to time, labor and money, 
consumer problems of the family, 
children in the home, social respon- 
sibility of the home. | 

“As you can see,“ explained Miss 
Schaumberg, “some of these topics 
have wide ramifications, calling for 
careful supervision by the teacher. 
Of course, the classes will be pri- 
m. rily discussion groups, with the 
teacher directing the discussion. In 
some schools elsewhere boys and 
girls attend separate classes, but 
our thought is that one of the most 
important purposes of the course 
will be served by bringing them to- 
gether for joint discussion of these 
problems.” 

The basic text for the course is 
“Home Living,” by Justin and Rust, 
and supplementary texts include 
such titles as “The Boy and His 
Daily Living,” “Everyday ‘Living 
for Girls” and “The Family and Its 
Relationships.” | 


Advanced Science Course. 

The advanced science course was 
introduced to fill a growing need 
for a study to take the place of 
laboratory physics and chemistry, 
which usually are elected Vy stu- 
dents planning scientific or engi- 
neering courses in college, John 
Rush Powell, Assistant Superinten- 
dent in charge of high schools, said. 

Recent years have seen a distinct 
falling off in enrollment in formal 
physics and chemistry, he con- 
tinued, with the result that educa- 
tors have sought some other means 
of interesting students in these 
sciences, at least to the extent of 
teaching their relationship to the 
world we live in. 

The course goes far beyond the 
scope of the “general science” of- 
fered to freshman students, which 
is primarily an enlargement on the 
nature study classes in the grade 
schools. “Advance Science,” of- 
fered to juniors and seniors, cuts 
across subject matter lines and ap- 
peals to the interests of more ma- 
ture students, Powell said. 

Some pupils, frightened away 
from the straight physics and 
chemistry by reports that they are 
“hard” courses, as indeed they are 
to persons not scientifically n- 
clined, may find a new interest in 
these subjects as developed in the 
less formal course and may decide 
to follow them up in college, Pow- 
ell said. However, the course is 
intended principally for students in 
commercial, home economics, shop 
and general courses who do not in- 
tend going on to college. No labora- 
tory periods are included. 

The approach to the subject mat- 
ter is indicated in the textbook, 
“General Science,” by such sub- 
titles as: Water, the Lifeblood of the 
World; Fire, Its Wonders and Dan- 
gers; Fuels, Comfort and Conven- 
ience Makers; Foods and Medicine 
—Facts and Fads About Life and 
Health; Transportation—Everybody 
Going Places; Safety—Accident 
Prevention Becoming Scientific. 
There are supplementary texts on 
descriptive chemistry and descrip- 


tive physics. 
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RULES MRS. IDA WOOD 
PRETENDED Hen BIRTH 


New York Court Finds Woman, 
Who Left $800,000, Was 
Not a “Mayfield.” 


By the Associated Press. * 

NEW YORK, Sept. 16.—A girl of 
humble birth, who pretended to 
high social connections, acquired 
an $800,000 fortune, and then as 
death approached in a shabby hotel 
room, turned back to honor her 
real ancestors, was the picture 
which Surrogate James A. Foley, 
drew yesterday of Ida Wood, whose 
death in 1932 plunged more than 
1000 persons into a court contest 
over her estate. 

New York first knew her as a 
society belle, the wife of the 
wealthy publisher, Benjamin Wood, 
She said her maiden name was 
Mayfield. 

In later years she reminisced 
with unconcealed pride about danc- 
ing with the Prince of Wales, who 


became King Edward VII, and of 
entertaining President Abraham 
Lincoln at her home. 

Found Dead With Hoard of Cash. 

Then Benjamin Wood died, and 
Ida Wood moved to the fashionable 
Herald Square Hotel. She was 
found dead there in her room, 
packed with mementos of a for- 
gotten era and a hoard of cash 
and bank books totaling $877,000. 

Four hundred and thirty connec- 
tions of the Mayfield family filed 
claims. 

But Ida Wood was not a Mayfield 
—she only claimed the name to im- 
press people, Surrogate Foley said 
in a long decision yesterday, supple- 
menting his recent ruling disqual- 
ifying the 430 claimants. 

There was no conclusive evidence, 
he said, that Ida Wood was the 
daughter of Thomas Henry May- 
field and Mary Ann Crawford May- 
field “of Louisiana or of Mis- 
sissippi.” 

The evidence was, he said, that 
she was just plain Ellen Walsh, 
born in England in 1838, the daugh- 
ter of Thomas Walsh and Ann 
Crawford Walsh, and that at the 
age of 19 she changed her name 
to Mayfield. She even “changed” 
her father’s name to Mayfield after 
he died, the surrogate found. 

“She plainly actuated,” he 
said, “by her desire to suppress her 
humble origin and to assume an 
alleged social standing in the period 
before and after her marriage to 
Benjamin Wood. | 

Abandoned Pretences at 60. 

“Tt is the jest of fortune that, hav. 
ing attained wealth and promi- 
nence, she abandoned her pretenses 
at the age of 60 and retired to strict 
seclusion. 

“By way of direct contrast, dur- 
ing her last years in her talks and 
in her writing she cherished only 
the memory of her real parents and 
her Walsh and Crawford lineage.” 

The surrogate has reduced the 
field of -claimants to 131 persons, 
five of whom claim closest kinship 
through a previous marriage of 
Wood. 

They are Mrs. Blanche W. Shields 
and Mrs. Gertrude A. Wood of Red 
Bank, N. J., assertedly grandchil- 
dren, and Howard S. Wood of Jere 
sey City, N. J.; Mrs. Mabel W, 
Russ of Harrison, N. J., and Henry 
Wood of New York City, assertedly 
great-grandchildren. 

The claims of all 131 will be 


examined at future hearings.

The polls opened at 2 p. m. and 
will close at 9 p. m.. standard time. 

Primary bitterness brought vio- 
lence before dawn, when a mob 


; wrecked a lower East Side drug 


store owned by Benjamin Brown, 
Assembly candidate, who is in- 
volved in a district fight between 


rival Tammany factions, This was 


the second outbreak in the district, 
four men armed with axes, knives 
and pistols having wrecked a bar 
owned by a participant last Monday. 

The major contest in the Repub- 
lican primary is between Mayor F. 
H. La Guardia, who has Fusion and 
American Labor party indorsement, 
and Senator Royal S. Copeland, who 
also is the candidate of Tammany 
Hall in the Demgcratic primary, 
with the indorsement of former 
Gov. Alfred E. Smith. 

The major contest in the Demo- 
cratic primary is between Dr. Cope- 
land, as Tammany’s candidate, and 
former Supreme Court Justice Jere- 


| miah T. Mahoney, who is the can- 
didate of the New Deal wing of the 
‘Democratic party, with the indorse- 


ment of. Postmaster-General James 
A. Farley, chairman of the Demo- 
cratic State and National commit- 
tees. 

Tammany Hall, chief Democratic 
sponsor of Senator Copeland and 
for years the most accurate fore- 
caster of the outcome of mayoralty 
elections, offered no predictions. 

Write-In Movement for Mayor. 

The sudden spontaneous devel- 
opment of a movement to write in 
the name of La Guardia offered a 
last-minute element of incalculable 
influence. There seemed no doubt 
that the write-in movement for the 
Mayor was going beyond all bounds 
that any leader of any party had 
suspected, with members of the 
American Labor party taking the 
lead in the movement. 

The LaGuardia write-in cam- 
paign had been suggested from time 
to time during the campaign by in- 


- dividuals and organizations, inelud- 


ing the Citizens’ Union, and was ac- 
tively promoted several days ago 


‘by Tammany Hall as a piece of | 
campaign strategy to take votes 


away from Mahoney to benefit Dr. 
Copeland. The American Labor 
party took no part in the move- 
ment, and up to last night had 
taken no official part in it, but the 
fact that. yesterday was a Jewish 
holiday served to give the large 
Jewish element of the Labor party 
time for discussion. It was learned 
that there is a definite movement in 
that party now to go to the polls 
and write in the Mayor’s name. A 
preponderance of the American La- 
bor party voting power formerly 
was in the Democratic party and 
enrolled as Democrats last year to 
vote in the presidential election. 
An official in authority to speak 
for the American Labor party said 
that the movement had gone to 
such proportions that he believed, 
had an organized effort been made 
a few days earlier, La Guardia 
might have won the Democratic 
primary, in view of the fact that 
the party vote is already split be- 
tween two other candidates. His es- 
timate was that the Democratic 
write-in vote for the Mayor might 
run as high as 150,000. Should any- 
thing like that figure develop, it 
would upset all calculations as to 
the outcome of the Democratic pri- 
mary.

William M. Chadbourne, chairman

Also at the outset, the commission 
refused to grant a motion by track 
counse] that Chairman Francis J. 
Kiernan disqualify himself from 
setting on the hearing because he 
had “publicly expressed bias.” 

Over the objections of track coun- 
sel, a copy of the Providence Star- 
Tribune of Sept. 8 was admitted as 
evidence. It was that edition in 
which O’Hara answered the race 
commission’s charges and de- 
nounced Gov. Quinn, who later ob- 
tained a warrant against O’Hara, 
charging criminal libel. 

Says He Was Called Names. 

Lieutenant-Governor Jordan, tes- 
tifying on his telephone conversa- 
tion with O’Hara, said the turf- 
man-publisher had called several 
State officials “thief” and had 
called him (Jordan) “wild and 
blasphemous” names. 

McMahon then took up each of 
the commission's charges in turn. 

Of the first, which alleged “un- 
lawful” use of money held on un- 
cashed pari-mutuel tickets, Mc- 
Mahon said that at no time did that 
money go out of the association's 
possession. 

Of the charge of refusal to per- 
mit an audit of books, McMahon 
said that the sergeant of Pawtuck- 
et police (who allegedly refused the 
auditors admittance) was not an 
officer of the track, and that tes- 
timony showed the association had 
offered its utmost co-operation. 

McMahon said there was no tes- 
timony to show that trainers and 
stablemen committed nuisances at 
the track or engaged in brawls. 

McMahon said in regard to the 
other two charges, that O’Hara had 
called the Governor and other 
State officials vile names, that 
O’Hara was not speaking in those 
instances as an officer of the as- 
sociation,

Despite the apparent shelving of 
actual league sanctions, committee 
members will be empowered to rec- 
ommend to their respective govern- 
ments such matters as suspension 
of credits to the aggressor and the 
stoppage of arms shipments.

SYSTEM GAMBLER ' 
SADLY TURNS OVER 
TABLE TO AHELPER 


He Goes to Paris, Hoping 
Group That Beat Him Once, 
Will Some Day Play Again.

BIARRITZ, France, Sept. 16.— 
Amleto Battisti deserted the bac- 
carat table today and fled from 
the bad luck that has jinxed his $1,- 
000,000 revenge coup. The Uru- 
guayan mathematician who plays 
with a system gave up his place at 
the table to an assistant and took a 
train for Paris. He admitted his 
bank had just been breaking even 
since Sept. 1, when he estimated 
losses at 10,000,000 francs, or about 
$370,000. 

“I've still got plenty of capital,” 
he told his assistants, “and the 
play goes on.” 

Battisti intimated he is not happy 
because he has not been able to 
entice the players who took a mil- 
lion dollars away from him eight 
years ago at the same tables. 

The play will continue at the Ca- 
sino until the end of the Biarritz 
season, about Sept. 20, under the di- 
rection of Battisti’s close friend and 
first assistant, Antonio Abecassin. 

The challenge will be renewed 
next year, Battisti said, but any- 
one entering the unlimited game 
must deposit a large sum of money 
as evidence of financial ability to 
engage in the game, agree to play 
big stakes to make the “tout va”— 
any bet covered—bank worth while, 
and have over five years’ experi- 
ence at gambling. 

A considerable amount of Bat- 
tisti's $370,000 went to the blond 
senora from the Argentine who ful- 
filled none of those conditions. She 
said “a voice” commanded her to 
play and led her to the table where 
she sat entranced while “the cards 
just seemed to fall into my hand.” 
The money, she said, will go to 
charity. 


HALF-BROTHER OF HITLER 
OPENS NEW CAFE IN BERLIN 


Restaurant Is in Fashionable Quar- 
ter of City; His Name Is In- 
conspicuous on Door. 
(Copyright, 1937.) 

BERLIN, Sept. 16.—Alois Hitler, 


the Fuehrer’s half-brother, who is 
a coffee house and restaurant own- 
er, opened new premises last night 
at the Wittenberg Platz, in the 
fashionable West End of Berlin, 
with uniformed members of the 
Nazi party and their wives at- 
tending. The sign, “Restaurant 
Alois Cafe,” blazed over the place, 
but the name of the owner, “Alois 
Hitler,” is printed inconspicuously 
at the corner of the door. 

Alois does not emphasize that he 
is the Fuehrer’s half-brother from 
their father’s first marriage. There 
is a likeness between the two broth- 
ers. Alois looks somewhat older 
and thinner, and his close-clipped 
hair is gray, but both brothers have 
the characteristic mustache. 

Proud of his brother, Alois oc- 
casionally calls on the Chancellor, 
but is not a member of the Nazi 
party. When questioned on this 
matter, he admitted having be- 
longed to the first party, headed by 
his brother before the abortive 
Munich putsch in 1933. But when 
a new organization was farmed 
afterward, Alois took his brother’s 
tip, “We don’t want to make this 
a family affair,” and stayed out. 

Formerly Alois had a small place 
in less fashionable quarters in Char- 
lottenburg. 


POPE WARNS GERMAN CLERGY 
AGAINST PROVOKING NAZIS 


Cautions Hierarchy Against Any 
Overt Act That Would Inten- 
sify Church-State Conflict.

CASTEL GANDOLFO, 
Sept. 16.—Pope Pius XI cautioned 
the German hierarchy tocay to re- 
frain from any overt act that would 
make worse the church-state con- 
flict in the Nazi Reich. 

His message was given to Mon- 
signor Cesare Orsenigo, the papal 
nuncio to Germany, in the course 
of a long audience vt the Pope's 
summer villa here. 

The audience followed closely 
upon an editorial attack on Ger- 
man neo-paganism by Osservatore 
Romano, the Vatican newspaper. 
Osservatore predicted that this 
anti-Christian trend might lead to 
the shedding of priests’ blood 
as it did in Spain. 

The Pope’s instruction to German 
prelates today, made it clear that he 
wants these feelings kept in leash. 
Pope Pius wants no action by any 
German cleric which would give 
the Nazis an excuse to provoke 
trouble. 


WOMAN WHO SHOT COUNT 
SLIPS PAST SPANISH PATROL 


Madeline la Ferriere Takes Smug- 
glers’ Trail With Two 
French Mountaineers.

PARIS, Sept. 16.— Madeline la 
Ferriere, who shot the Count de 
Chambrun because, she said, he 
tattled about her love for “my Be- 
nito” Mussolini, has gone to Spain.

High Soviet Official Says 
Fugitives Taken Into Red 


Army Turned Out to Be 
Spies. 


DECLARES BERLIN 
HAS HAD ROADS BUILT 


Officials in Karelia, Under 
Charges of Failing to De- 
tect Recrudescence of 
Finnish Nationalism.

MOSCOW, Sept. 16.—A far-flung 
campaign by the Gestapo, Chan- 
cellor Adolf Hitler’s German secret 
police, to transform Finland into 
a base of operations for war against 
the Soviet Union has penetrated 
even into the ranks of the Red 
army, according to charges made 
yesterday by Leonid Zakovsky, 
high-ranking officer of the NKVD, 
in charge of the Leningrad dis- 


trict. The NKVD is the Soviet 
Commissariat- of Home Affairs, 
which includes the secret political 
police. 

Zakovsky said in the newspaper 
Leningradskaya Pravda that sev- 
eral “Communist” fugitives from 
Finland, who had been admitted 
to Red army brigades in Karelia, 
autonomous Soviet republic con- 
tiguous to Finland, had turned out 
to be Finnish spies under orders 
from the German Gestapo. 

Says Germany Builds Roads. 

“It is no secret,” Zakovsky wrote, 
“that Finland does not need the air 
fields recently built there, because 
the country never will have enough 
airplanes to warrant them. Finland 
also does not need the enormous 
number of new strategic roads now 
under construction. This is all be- 
ing done under direction of the 
German general staff.” 

The Finnish political fugitives 
who joined the Karelian brigades 
received special military education 
n the Soviet infantry school, Zakov- 
sky said. Their secret instructions, 
he charged, were to cut off the 
Kola peninsula and Karelia from 
the Soviet Union in case of war and 
to paralyze the Murmansk Railroad, 
joining Leningrad with the Soviet 
Union’s only northern warm water 
port open all year. 

Zakovsky’s disclosures also con- 
tained the charge that Polish Com- 
munists” who had fled to the Soviet 
Union had turned out to be Polish 
spies. Some apparently were elected 
to the Polish Seinm (Parliament) 
as Socialists and then passed four 
years in Polish prisons simply in 
order to convince the Bolsheviks of 
the authenticity of their disguise. 

Karelian Officials Accused. 

The detailing of the alleged Fin- 
nish espionage follows closely last 
week’s major cleanup of the Kareli- 
an Soviet administration. The purge 
apparently is still going on, but 
already it has listed among “en- 
emies of the people” N. V. Ark- 
hipov, chairman of the Central 
Executive Committee of the auton- 
omous Republic of Karelia; Irklis, 
secretary of the Karelian Commu- 
nist party; the editor of the news- 
paper Red Karelia, the Karelian 
head of the State Bank and many 
other important officials. All are 
accused of being “bourgeois nation- 
alists” or insufficiently vigilant 
against alleged recrudescence of 
Finnish nationalism among the 
Karelians. 

The development of the mineral 
resources of Karelia in recent years, 
with the continued exploitation of 
its lumber and fish, has made the 
republic one of the focal points of 
Soviet expansion inside the U. 8. 
S. R.’s own frontiers. The construc- 
tion of the Baltic-White Sea canal 
and the steady progress toward 
complete electrification of the Mur- 
mansk Railroad also have exacer- 
bated certain Finnish groups, who 
fear Soviet aggression. 

Aside from economic reasons for 
development of Karelia, the Soviet 
Union has been apprehensive for 
many years of possible German oc- 
cupation of Finland in time of war, 
and admittedly has strengthened its 
position in Karelia by colonization 
measures and industria) develop- 
ment. 

The visit to Moscow last winter of 
Dr. Rudolf Holsti, Finnish Foreign 
Minister, was welcomed as a chance 
to explain to Finland that the 
Soviet development of Karelia had 
no aggressive aim. 


U. S. Investments in Canada Drop. 


OTTAWA, Sept. 16.—The Do- 
minion Bureau of Statistics re- 
ported yesterday that at the end 
of 1936 British and foreign invest- 
ments in Canada were $6,833,700,- 
000, a decline of $63,800,000 from 
the year before. Canadian invest- 
ments abroad, on the other hand, 
rose from $1,639,900,000 in 1935 to 
$1,656,500,000 in 1936. United States 
investments in Canada dropped 
more than $60,000,000 from 34,044, 
400,000 to 33,984,400, 000. Canadian 
investments in the United States 
rose from 3963, 400,000 to 3987, 200, 
000. 


VALENCIA ENVOY 
IN LEAGUE ASSAILS 
NYON AGREEMENT 


Premier Protests to Coun- 
cil Because Spanish Ship- 
ping Is Excluded From 


Protective System. 


ITALY POINTED 
OUT AS AGGRESSOR 


Negrin Says Rebels Have 
No Submarines, So At- 
tacks Are Made by Out- 


side Power.

GENEVA, Sept. 16.—The League 
of Nations Council in public ses- 
sion took up the Spanish Govern- 
ment’s appeal against Italy today, 
and Dr. Juan Negrin, Valencia 
Premier ahd League delegate, made 
a vigorous protest against the fact 
that the Nyon accord against piracy 
in the Mediterranean excludes 
Spanish shipping from the system 
of collective protection. 

“The anonymous state whose war- 
ships are trying by means of con- 
stant acts of aggression to create 
a state of terror in the Mediter- 
ranean is Italy,” he declared blunt- 


ly. 

“The evidence of the Italian acts 
becomes more irrefutable when one 
considers that such behavior rep- 
resents only one of many forms of 
Italian intervention in support of 
the military rebellion in Spain-- 
an intervention of naval character, 
the purpose of which is to prevent 
the republic from obtaining sup- 
plies by sea.” 

Negrin said Spanish vessels could 
be sunk by submarines or surface 
vessels by any method without in- 
fringing the accord of Nyon. 

“This is all the more serious,” he 
said, “because the rebels have no 
submarines. Submarine attacks to 
which Spanish vessels may fall vic- 
tims can therefore be made only by 
submarines of so-called ‘unknown’ 
nationality.” 

Negrin therefOre urged that the 
provisions of the Nyon accord ex- 
cluding Spanish shipping from pro- 
tection be eliminated. 

He indicated he would submit 
Spain’s complaints to the League 
Assembly. 

Negrin referred to the “criminal 
bombardment” of Almeria, govern- 
ment port on the Southern Spanish 
coast, by German warships last 
May 31, and said Spanish airplanes 
had been obliged to reply to an at- 
tack first made on them by the 

rman warship Deutschland in the 
Balearics May 29. 


Waiting Game. 

LONDON, Sept. 16.—Great Brit- 
ain, France and Italy played a wait- 
ing game today in their negotia- 
tions over Italy’s share in the Med- 
iterranean patrol against submarine 
ship raiders. 

Britain and France, with a con- 
centration of naval and aerial 
strength, have undertaken the 
patrol of all main sea lanes while 
waiting for Italy to sue further 
for equal standing in the patrol 
scheme. 

The Rome Government, on the 
other hand, had uttered its protest 
against the minor role offered by 
the nine nations that met at Nyon, 
and demanded parity, but, like Brit- 
ain and France, wag waiting for 
someone else to make the next 
move. 

In the view of some British quar- 
ters, Britain was likely to be the 
one eventually to ease the situation. 
These sources believed that British 
desires for better relations with 
Italy might lead Britain to attempt 
to induce the Nyon signatories to 
reopen their discussions to include 
Italy. 

Italy, with Germany, declined the 
invitation to the Nyon talks last 
week. The conferees invited Italy 
to police only the Tyrrhenian Sea, 
and Germany was left out of the 
patrol scheme. 

With the English-French fleet 
already virtually ringing Italy, and 
with naval and aerial reinforce- 
ments ordered into the Mediter- 
ranean, the Paris and London gov- 
ernments, it was authoritatively in- 
dicated, had decided not to reply 
‘to the Italian note. 

It was announced late in the day 
that the Nyon conferees would meet 
at a Geneva hotel tomorrow to con- 
sider extending the anti-piracy 
agreement to attacks in shipping 
by surface warcraft and aircraft 
as well as by submarines. 

Britain was building its Mediter- 
ranean fleet up to 90 ships, count- 
ing the 42 on regular duty. It and 


France will have more than 150 
vessels on guard. 

Navy Yard sailors worked day 
and night, loading tons of muni- 
tions on Britain’s fighters. The job 
was completed in the early morn- 
ing aboard four destroyers and one 
flotilla leader. Another four de- 
stroyers and another flotilla leader 
are expected to sail tomorrow.

FRENGH FRING SETS. 
1O-YEAR LOW MARK 


After Decline, Rallies - Slightly, 
_at Close of Market in 
Paris.

PARIS, Sept. 16.—French stabil. 
zation funds were reported buying 
pounds and dollars today but prof- 
it-taking by speculators checked the 
fall of the franc. 
The franc opened lower today, 
but its downward pace was slowed. 
It reached a new, 10-year low of 
29.66 francs to the dollar (3.37 
cents). It closed for the day at 
29.70 to the dollar (3.367 cents). 
Despite its continued fall, the 
Bank of France failed to increase 
the rediscount rate. Stabilization 
fund activities led many experts to 
believe the franc was near the bot- 
tom of its plunge. 

Many sources believed the future 
of the franc depended largely on 
the Mediterranean and general Eu- 
ropean situation, which was said 
to have played a large part in the 
current decline. 

A slight improvement in financial 
position was shown by the weekly 
statement of the Bank of France, 
Gold reserves rose from 55,717,000,- 
000 francs to 55,761,000,000 (from 
$1,887,413,375 to $1,888,903,875.) Total 
temporary non-interest loans to the 
Treasury dropped from. 26,018,000,-

Ozark Barnyard Reminiscence. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
1 shining example of bovine aristoc- 
racy presented by Thad Snow’s old 
black cow reminds me of my close as- 
sociation with cows, razorback hawgs, 
geese, hound dawgs and other barnyard 
inhabitants, when I was growing up on 
a backwoods farm in the Ozark foothills. 
We had an old red- and white-spotted, 
raw-boned, bob-tailed cow whose intellec- 
tual perspicuity put Thad’s old black cow 
in the kindergarten class.

The corncrib 
door was held shut with a wooden pin 
fitted in an auger hole in the door jamb. 
One night she got out of her stall, pulled 
the door pin out with her teeth and ate 
about four bushels of corn—cobs, shucks 
and all. Then she went to the water 
trough and drank her fill. Well, sir, when 
Ma and I went to milk next morning, old 
Bobtail was swelled up like a journey- 
man dog tick. That afternoon we skinned 
her and I hitched old Pomp to her hind 
legs and drug her off into the woods.

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THE PRESIDENT’S PART. 

The fact stands out in the unsavory Black episode 
that President Roosevelt, like the Senate, failed in 
a clear duty. 

Charges connecting Black with the Klan had been 
current in Washington ever since he first ran for the 
Senate in 1926. That he had the support of the Klan 
in that campaign was common knowledge. The New 
York World Bureau at Washington, headed at that 
time by Charles Michelson, now the publicity chief of 
the Democratic National Committee, labeled Black 
as the Klan candidate in its dispatches on the Ala- 
bama campaign. The charges that Black was, or 
had been, actually a member of the organization 
whose support he indubitably received, were revived 
when the President nominated him to be a Justice 
of the Supreme Court. Senator Burke of Nebraska, 
in trying to get the nomination sent back to the 
Judiciary Committee for further investigation, said 
that two men from Alabama were waiting to testify 
that they had seen Black initiated into the Klan. The 
Senate, declining to do what it would have done in the 
same circumstances if any non-member had been 
nominated, refused to order the further inquiry and 
proceeded to confirm Black by a vote of 63 to 16. 

As the Senate, under its tradition of “senatorial 
courtesy,” failed in its duty to look into the nomi- 
nee’s background and qualifications, so did President 
Roosevelt fail in his duty to make a full examination 
of Black's record before sending his name to the 
Senate. 

With the resources at the command of the De- 
partment of Justice, the President in a week could 
have got the full story of Black’s association with the 
Klan. It is the practice of the Department of Jus- 
tice, under this as under other administrations, to 
inquire closely into the records of men proposed for 
judicial appointments. Why was that practice not 
followed in the case of a man under consideration for 
an office of the transcendent importance of a Supreme 
Court justiceship? 

The usual practice was not followed because the 
President had centered his mind on doing a smart 
political thing. We credit him with believing that 
Senator Black was qualified for the post of an As- 
sociate Justice and would show continued mental 
growth in that high position. But the appointment 
had not only that merit in Mr. Roosevelt’s mind; it 
had the merit also of being the kind of smart po- 
litical maneuver of which the President, as has been 
shown on more than one notable occasion, is inordi- 
nately fond. 

The Senate had defeated the court-packing scheme 
on which he had set his heart, and it was certain that 
the record of any nominee for the Supreme Court 
would be searchingly examined—of any nominee, that 
is, except one from the Senate itself. So the Presi- 
dent, in order to avoid a possible embarrassing fight 
in the Senate and a possible further defeat for him- 
self, nominated Black. The nomination must have 
seemed to him, as it seemed to many politically-mind- 
ed observers, a clever political trick. It was as if he 
had thumbed his nose at the Senate. 

In its slyness, the nomination of Senator Black was 
of a piece with the manner in which he submitted 
his camouflaged court-packing bill. The way in 
which that bill was presented, wrapped in deceptive 
claims as to congested dockets and the need for re- 
lieving overworked Justices, arose to plague the 
President and the champions of his scheme. Now the 
Black appointment arises to plague him. In that 
matter, as in the court scheme, he was too clever. He 
outsmarted himself. 
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JUMPING JACKSON. 
Graham Jackson of St. Louis and Sullivan contin- 
ues in the news. The city was convinced two days 
ago that the young man had shown unusual presci- 
ence in selecting a Postmaster for his father. How 
he leaped over the heads of 1100 contemporaries right 
smack into a $1700-a-year clerkship has been duly 
narrated, but when the kangaroo-like performance is 
paid its full due of admiration, it must be recorded 
that Pere Jackson lent a powerful helping hand. 
But there is another chapter in the career of our 
prodigy. Before he went into temporary exile in Sul- 
livan the ambitious youngster had a job in the De- 
partment of Streets and Sewers, at $125 a month, 
and at the same time was enrolled as a student in 
St. Louis University, and attended classes. His time, 
be it acknowledged, was not so completely occupied 
as that of “Li’l Abner” of comic-strip complications, 
but for real-life activity this double role is surely an 
industrious exhibit. 
“Ain’t politics wonderful?” 
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“THE WIND BLOWETH ...” 
A former Chancellor of Germany, Dr. Heinrich 
Bruening, who has been living in voluntary exile for 
four years, has arrived in the United States to lec- 
ture on government at Harvard during the winter. 
Interviewed at Cambridge, he declared his “opposi- 
tion to any form of government which is not based on 
law and justice.” He went on to say that his sincere 
love for his country could not be affected “by any 
transient form of government it may have.” 
In other words, Nazi-ism will strut its little hour 
and vanish. History, of course, supports that judg- 
ment. A notable instance is Cromwell's brief tenure. 
True, the reigning exemplars, Mussolini and Hitler, 
seem securely established, but should both of them 
exercise power to the end of the scriptural allotment, 
there is the biological fact that such men do not be- 
queath their genius to their heirs. Moreover, if Rus- 
sia be cited, it may be remarked that the appear- 
ance of a Stalin to carry on after Lenin's death is a 
rare phenomenon. 
Guedalla phrased it felicitously in his century in 
water colors, “The Hundred Years”: “Dictatorship is 
only a device by which an air of permanence is lent 
to temporary retrogressions.” 
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AN EXCELLENT PROGRAM. 
The lecture series which the Y. M. H. A.-Y. W. H. A. 
Liberal Forum has arranged for its eleventh fall and 
winter season is of the same high quality that has 
characterized these programs in the past. Senator 
Wheeler of Montana, who opens the series Oct. 10, 
was already one of the outstanding members of Con- 
gress when he assumed the lead in the senatorial 
fight against Mr. Roosevelt’s late court bill.

It is a pleasure to applaud the Liberal 
Forum, as it starts its second decade, on its steadfast 
faith in popular education by way of the public plat- 
orm. 
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ARE THE SCHOOLS NEXT? 

It sounds a little quaint to find the Governors, at 
their Atlantic City meeting, expressing their devo- 
tion to states’ rights and describing their fears that 
the Federal Government may soon invade another 
province historically reserved to local self-govern- 
ment, namely, education. 
introduced at the last session of Congress which 
would have appropriated $100,000,000 as financial aid 
to the schools—a bill which will probably be heard of 
again when Congress meets. 

The Governor of North Carolina showed how the 
Federal Government for 30 years has encroached on 
state government.’ First, it was the highways, he 
said, and then relief; then agriculture and utilities, 
and now, possibly, education. There was vigorous 
assent. But among the Governors was the realistic 
Townsend from Indiana, who clearly indicated he 
would be glad to receive Federal aid for the schools 
of his State. | 

It takes no prophet to foretell that when, as and if 
the Federal Government appropriates money for 
general school use, the pious protestations at Atlantic 
City will have been forgotten, and the Governors will 
join Townsend in scrambling for their share. 

It is only necessary to recall how Governors and 
Mayors, in the past few years, have swarmed to 
Washington to demand larger and larger sums for 
purposes purely local in character, constituting, in 
fact, a powerful lobby. The surrender of local powers 
to the Federal Government is an insidious and menac- 
ing thing, and it would be especially dangerous in 
the field of education; but the words of the Gover- 
nors at Atlantic City can hardly be taken seriously, 
in the light of their past performances.

THE NEUTRALITY ACT. 

In his order forbidding ships owned by the Federal 
Government to transport arms, munitions or imple- 
ments of war to Japan or China, the President is 
acting in the spirit of the Neutrality Act. 

The invoking of the act itself may, and probably 
will, become inevitable. The war in China, though 
undeclared, is real war, and the act specifies that it 
shall come into effect whenever the President shall 
find that a state of war exists between nations. 

Meantime the policy of the Government, as an- 

nounced by the President, is on a “24-hour basis” 
with regard to application of the law. The question 
of invoking the act has been under consideration for 
weeks and remains so. There are powerful arguments 
both for and against bringing the act into operation. 
The test must be whether or not such action would 
tend to involve the United States in war. Regardless 
of its manifest flaws, the act should be invoked if it 
would throw the weight of the probabilities into the 
scales against our involvement. 
In matters of this kind, the country has got to 
trust the President and the State Department pretty 
far, and in the present instance it can take assur- 
ance from evidences of their determination to keep 
the United States at peace. 
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DEEP, DARK MYSTERY. 
Sol Bloom, Representative from New York, has 
been conducting a search of Maryland burial grounds 
in the hope of finding the last resting place of Daniel 
of St. Thomas Jenifer. Mr. Bloom, who will long 
be remembered as the impresario of the George 
Washington Bicentennial, wants a memorial service 
at the grave of each member of the Constitutional 
Convention. Naturally, he is disturbed by the fact 
that the grave of Jenifer, one of Maryland’s dele- 
gates, has been lost. It is known that this jolly bach- 
elor and frequent guest at Mount Vernon died in 
Annapolis three years after the Convention, but 
where his bones were laid, historical records do not 
show. 
There is a still greater mystery about another 
member of the Constitutional Convention, and Mr. 
Bloom will be busy a long while if he undertakes to 
solve it. That is to find out what became of Judge 
John Lansing, one of New York’s three delegates, who 
dropped out of sight on the night of Dec. 12, 1829. 
Then one of the State’s leading citizens, handsome, 
dignified and a favorite in society, he left his New 
York hotel at 9 p. m. to mail some letters on the Al- 
bany steamboat at the foot of Cortlandt street. What 
happened to him after that no one knows. Thurlow 
Weed was said to have received the facts under a 
pledge of secrecy not to divulge them until after 
those implicated in Lansing’s supposed murder were 
also dead. But Weed himself died in 1882 without 
making the information public, and the mystery re- 
mained as dark as ever. 
Perhaps the amateur Hawkshaws and devotees of 
murder mystery fiction will help Mr. Bloom if he sets 
out on Judge Lansing’s trail. It would be a good 
way to indulge a hobby and help in the celebration 
of the Constitution at the same time. 
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MIX-UP AT THE COUNTY SEATS. 

Some years ago, in an effort to save Missouri tax- 
payers money, the office of County Treasurer was 
consolidated with that of Gounty Collector in 74 
counties of the State. The new arrangement worked 
well enough, except for the fact that it provided fewer 
jobs for the politicians at the county seats. Accord- 
ingly, the last session of the Legislature re-created 
the old post of Treasurer and gave the Governor the 
power to appoint someone to fill it in each of the 
counties affected. 

The new law is now in effect, but Gov. Stark has 
not announced his appointments, with the result that 
some three-quarters of the counties in the State ap- 
parently are without an officer who can legally act 
as Treasurer. The Collector has had his authority 
to perform the duties of Treasurer taken away by the 
new law. 

The Governor, who is out of the State, has not got 
around to passing out the new jobs. Meanwhile 
there is consternation in many a Missouri courthouse 
ring as warrants go unhonored because of the mix-up. 
Out-state taxpayers, who must meet the cost of the 
re-created posts, had better laugh while—and if— 
they can.

bars for the rest of his life because 
he was czar of New York’s vice rack- 
et. The power that put him there, along 
with 100 other racketeers, was that docile 
old juridical wheel horse, the grand jury. 
The notable fact is this: the substantial cit- 
izens of practically every community in the 
United States legally have a weapon with 
which to attack civic corruption in any form 
as effectively as was done in New York. 
For the famous Dewey prosecution was ini- 
tiated not by an elected public official, but 
by a group of independent citizens—among 
them eight merchants, three bankers, three 
insurance men, two manufacturers, a ware- 
house man, a butcher and an engineer—act- 
ing under powers old as common law itself. 


The grand jury was an established insti- 
tution of English law long before the Nor- 
man conquest, and was originally designed 
to protect the individual from unjust prose- 
cution by agents of the crown. 

Today its use for the routine indictment 
of criminals is familiar. But its potentially 
greater function as an independent body of 
citizens inquiring into the condition of their 
government, has been too commonly neglect- 
ed. As a board of inquiry, it may summon 
witnesses and public officials, who, because 
the sessions are secret, may testify fully 
without fear of reprisal. 

It may instruct the District Attorney to 
gather evidence; it can call him in and kick 
him out of its ‘sessions; it can go over his 
head, and, if his conduct is wholly improper, 
indict him for malfeasance in office. So 
long as it is looking for evidence of crime— 
which takes in an immense territory—it can 
dig into anything without so much as a by- 
your-leave from District Attorney, Judge, 
Governor or political boss. 

In this power to conduct general investi- 
gations lies the real dynamite of the mod- 
ern grand jury. Many states, notably Cali- 
fornia and Georgia, have adopted “auditing” 
grand juries, which dispense entirely with 
routine indictments of criminals, and which 
convene automatically every six months for 
the sole purpose of dealing with matters of 
general welfare. Such a grand jury is fully 
aware that its job is to dig out incriminating 
dirt wherever it may be suspected. 

When the system was installed in Michi- 
gan for counties of more than 200,000 popula- 
tion, the Detroit police noted with amaze- 
ment that the cream of the local gangsters 
left town. It worked so well, in fact, that 
the political machine managed to repeal it. 
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How does it happen, then, that this potent 
weapon has not been used more often be- 
fore? Because ordinary citizens, swept as 
grand jurors into an unfamiliar world of 
juridical procedure, are not aware of their 
powers. Judges and District Attorneys fre- 
quently take pains to see that they remain 
uninformed, for nothing can throw a well- 
greased political machine so out of kilter as 
a grand jury that knows its strength. 

New York’s “runaway grand jury” of 
March, 1935, which was directly responsible 
for the Dewey prosecution, is an object les- 
son in public service. 

Among the matters occasionally brought to 
the March grand jury’s attention by the Dis- 


trict Attorney were certain facts bearing on 
rackets in New York City. The grand jury 
was evidently not convinced that the Tam- 
many District Attorney had done his utmost 
to gather evidence against the racketeers; 
this became increasingly apparent when they 
asked him to assign a satisfactory special 
prosecutor to rackets. Normally, the matter 
might have ended here. 

But this grand jury knew its rights. It 
sent a scorching communication to the Gov- 
ernor of the State, demanding a special pros- 
ecutor of caliber equal to handling the job. 
The story filled the papers; the grand jury’s 
accusations shook the State. Jurors’ lives 
were threatened, but they refused to be 
scared off. And the Governor gave them 
Thomas E. Dewey. 

Its job done, the March grand jury was 
dissolved, and Dewey’s corps of investigators 
set methodically to work. Their findings 
went to special grand juries; and a proces- 
sion of the biggest, richest, most vicious and 
supposedly invulnerable racketeers in the 
business of crime started on its way to jail. 
The whole thing was started because a group 
of private citizens, serving as a grand jury, 
knew their powers. 

That they did was no mere happenstance. 
It was the direct result of a movement start- 
ed back in 1913, when an organization known 
as the Grand Jury Association of New York 
County was formed to “disseminate knowl- 
edge to grand jurors of their duties and ob- 
ligations.”

In this way it has 
aided immensely in improving the caliber of 
New York grand juries. 

The Grand Jury Association has success- 
fully pioneered in bringing to light such 
various matters as bail bond reforms, 
“fences” for stolen goods and the need of a 
new court-house and jail, a central finger- 
print bureau and uniform State felony laws. 

The skeptic might ask if politicians, hav- 
ing succeeded in corrupting the rest of the 
local government, could not easily “rig” a 
grand jury to their liking. In most states, 
this danger is negligible. In a body of 23 
men representing the community’s best, you 
may “reach” two or three; your chances of 
reaching half are extremely remote. (In St. 
Louis the grand jury consists of 12 members 
and two alternates.) 

Once sworn in, these men become the reg- 
ular grand jury for that county for that term 
of court, usually a month. To them the 
District Attorney presents evidence which he 
has gathered against criminals. If an in- 
dictment is voted, the accused must be 
brought to trial. If the jury suspects that 
the District Attorney is withholding evi-

CYRUS THOMPSON FUNERAL 
TO BE HELD TOMORROW 


Belleville Banker Dies at 92; 
Worked Almost Daily Until 
a Year Ago. 


Funeral services for Cyrus 
Thompson, 92-year-old first vice- 
president of the First National 
Bank of Belleville and nationally- 
known big game hunter, will be at 3 
p. m. tomorrow at the Gundlach 
Mortuary, with burial in Green 
Mount Cemetery. Mr. Thompson 
died yésterday at his home in Belle- 
ville of infirmities of age. 

Until a year ago, he was on duty 
almost daily at the bank, of which 
he had been a director since 1914. 
Only a few years ago he retired as 
president and treasurer of the Har- 
rison Machine Works, farm imple- 
ment manufacturers of Belleville. 
He was with this company 52 years. 

For more than 20 years Mr. 
Thompson and his son, the late 
William A. Thompson, made annual 
hunting trips, usually to New 
Brunswick, although they hunted 
occasionally in the Rocky Moun- 
tains. On each Canadian expedition 
both shot a bull moose and other 
large game with almost unfailing 
regularity. The extended trips ended 
in 1926. 

The banker, who boasted that he 
had voted for every Republican 
presidential candidate since Grant, 
was born on a farm in St. Clair 
County, but his first job was in 
Missouri, where in 1865 at the age 
of 20 he took 4 job as deputy state 
auditor under his brother, the late 
Alonzo Thompson, holding it four 
years. When still a young man he 
served nine years on the Belleville 
Board of Education and was post- 
master for five years.

APPROACH TO NEW BRIDGE 


East St. Louis Applica don Involved 
Only Clearance of Railroads and 
Compliance With Law. 

Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Sept. 16. — 
Authority for construction of the 
western approach to a new $4,500,- 
000 toll bridge across the Mississip- 
pi River between St. Louis and 
East St. Louis, which the latter 
city proposes to build, was grant- 
ed yesterday by the Missouri Pub- 
lic Service Commission. 

The case before the commission,

Codfish Batter Cakes. 

One-half cup fish flakes. 

One cup sifted flour. 

One-quarter teaspoon paprika. 

Two-thirds cup milk and water. 

Two egg yolks beaten. 

Two egg whites, beaten. 

One teaspoon melted butter. 

Put the flour in a bowl and add 
the paprika and gradually, beating 
all the while, the milk and water. 
Beat until light, add the fish flakes, 
egg yolks, stiffly beaten whites and 
the melted butter.

What to take on the picnic be- 
sides baked beans and potato sal- 
ad? The picnic season is short and 
too many people are inclined to 
make a picnic so elaborate that 
the family can plan only one or two 
a year. So often the picnic menu 
sees no change and the urge for 
outdoor meals may lag. 

Outdoor appetites need stimulat- 
ing food and plenty of it as the 
freshness of the air and natura) 
surroundings are an incentive to 
the appetite. 


There are so many ways to pre- 
pare for the picnic impulse. Sand- 
wich spreads, olives, pickles, ketch- 
up, mustard are only a few of the 
important things. In addition to 
enough food the picnic equipment 
should be adequate. A supply of 
condiments in the picnic basket is 
a necessity; likewise the can-opener. 

Type of Food. 

It is a . ood idea to budget the 
types of food for the picnic. There 
should be a substantial main dish, 
a beverage, some fresh fruit or 
vegetables and last but not least 
the accessories that give zest to 
the meal. 

If the picnic is to be one of the 
cook-it-there kinds be sure to take 
along the frying pan which may be 
wrapped in a paper bag. If you 
must have coffee and do not want 
to carry along a coffee pot you 
might take a good sized clean tin 
in which you may boil coffee. This 
may be disposed of after it has 
served its usefulness. A menu for 
this kind of picnic should include 
bread, meat, a hot dish, some green 
things for salad, milk or coffee and 
a dessert of fruit, pie or cake if 
it is well packed.

Lettuce 
rolls. Celery. Radishes. Fresh fruits.

Cream cheese, flavored with dates 
and nuts, olives and nuts, pimiento, 
crushed pineapple, fruit preserves.

SCHOOL CHILDREN REQUIRE 
HEARTY LUNCHEON 


Now that school has started 
again, the regular routine of the 
winter months starts, too. The 
children may come home for lunch, 
they may take their lunch, or part 
of their lunch, or buy it at school. 
In each case there is an interest 
on the part of the mothers and 
teachers to have foods that will be 
healthful, economical and appealing 
to the children.

Cover the top 
of the casserole dish with buttered 
crumbs, as they appeal to the chil- 
dren. Children like to see the hot 
casserole come out of the oven all 
bubbling with luscious brown 
crumbs over he top. 

As the dessert for such a hot 
lunch, serve some kind of fruit. 
Pears, plums, peaches, apricots or 
pineapple are favored by many 
children. Sometimes serve a peach 
half with a plum, an apricot with

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MEAT IMPORTANT FOOD 
IN CHILD'S DIET 


—— 


Natural Liking Turned to Ad- 
vantage if Vegetables Are 
Cooked With Meat. 


A child needs a generous amount 
of meat in his daily diet, if he is to 
grow inio the sturdy, well-built 
adult he should some day be. That 


is a statement pretty well agreed 
upon by physicians and dietitians 
these days. There are times when 
listening to all the talk about eat 
ing lots of spinach and drinking 
enough milk, the mother may won- 
der just how important the meat 
course ig in the youngsters’ meals. 
For one thing, children as a rule 
like meat and need no coaxing to 
eat it and for that very reason 
mother may wonder if it is good 
for them. So often the things that 
are best for us aren’t those we like 
best! 

But in this case, appetite proves 
a reliable guide. Milk, of course, is 
very important, as, too, are vege 
tables and fruit. But meat, with its 
high quality of protein, the body- 
building food element, is well-nigh 
indispensable to the growing child. 

A child’s natural liking for meat 
may be turned to advantage if 
meat and vegetables are cooked to- 
gether, as in a stew. The meat is 
already cut up for him, an advan- 
tage with small children. 

Lamb Stew With Vegetables. 

Two pounds breast lamb, 

Two cups potatoes, in thick slices. 

Two cups carrots, cut in inch 
cubes. 

One bunch celery, cut in three- 
inch lengths. 

Fiour. 

Salt and pepper. 

Have the meat cut into small 
pieces, sprinkle with salt and pep- 
per and dredge with flour. Cut 
some of the fat in small pieces and 
fry out. Add meat and brown, Cov- 
er with hot water and simmer until 
meat is tender. During the last 
hour of cooking, add carrots, pota- 
toes and celery. Place meat in a 
mound in the center of the platter 
and around it arrange carrots and 
potatoes in separate groups. 

Although spinach may not be so 
unpopular as the humorists would 
have us believe, still it undoubtedly 
is improved by the addition of the 
flavor of meat. Even a spinach-hater 
would change his views when the 
following dish is set before him: 

Molded Spinach and Bacon. 

Two pounds fresh spinach or No. 
3 can spinach. 

Six strips bacon, sliced thin and 
broiled crisp. 

Two tablespoons butter. 

Salt and pepper. 

Cook spinach in boiling, salted 
water for 15 minutes. Cooking with- 
out the cover preserves the fresh, 
green color. Use about one quart 
of water to two pounds spinach, If 
canned spinach is used, heat the 
contents of the can slowly. 

When tender, strain and season 
with butter, salt and pepper. 

Add bacon, which has been 
crisped and broken in small pieces. 

Pack into individual molds or 
cups and set in tHe oven to keep 
hot. Turn out on serving plate.

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PEDIGO STOCKHOLDERS 
VOTE ON SALE SEPT. 30 


Directors Favor Offer of Milius 
Co. to Buy Equipment 
and Lease Building. 


Stockholders of the Pedigo Co., 
3437 Locust boulevard, manufactur- 
ers of women’s shoes, will meet 
Sept. 30, to vote on a proposal to 
dispose of the company’s plant and 
equipment as the first step toward 
liquidating the firm, which has 
shown a profit only once in the last 
five fiscal years. 

A letter to stockholders, signed 
by J. T. Pedigo, the president, 
states that the board of directors 
voted unanimously last Monday to 
recommend acceptance of an offer 
by the Milius Shoe Co., which would 
buy the equipment for $30,000 and 
either purchase the building out- 
right for $100,000 or lease it for 10 
years at $12,000 a year. The board 
recommended that the building be 
leased, with a view to finding an- 
other purchaser at a higher price. 

Cited as factors making it desir- 
able to dispose of the plant, were 
the failure of a change to a low- 
er-priced product, made at the be- 
ginning of the current fiscal year, 
to result in a profit, and the ne- 
cessity of “substantial additional 
working capital” if operations were 
to be continued. 

In regard to the first of these 
points, the letter stated that “ris- 


ing costs of material and labor, 


increased taxes and various regu- 
latory measures have so increased 
production costs that an operating 
loss has been sustained despite in- 
creased volume of sales.” In re- 
gard to the second, it declared that 
“outside capital cannot be attract- 
ed under existing conditions, and 
present stockholders, the manage- 
ment feels, would not be disposed 
to make any further investment.” 

Outstanding at present are 2500 
shares of $100 par value preferred 
stock and 20,000 $5 par value com- 
mon shares, making the total cap- 
italization $350,000. There is no 
funded debt. No dividends have 
been paid on the common stock 
since 1930. 

The company was incorporated in 
1912, and was known successively as 
the Sutherland-Pedigo-Farwell Shoe 
Co., the Pedigo-Weber Shoe Co. and 
the Pedigo-Lake Shoe Co. before 
assuming its present name in 1935. 
At that time there was a reorgan- 
ization of the capital set-up, in 
which preferred shareholders ac- 
cepted six shares of new common 


in place of accumulated dividends, 
and holders of the old common 
stock accepted one share of new 
common for each six shares of the 
old. 

Only 120 shares of the common 
have been traded on the St. Louis 
Stock Exchange this year, chiefly 
at prices from $6 to $7. The last 
sale, of an odd lot Aug. 4, was 
at $4. 


7 NEW ENCEPHALITIS CASES

Miss Mildred K. Allen, Present 

During Bombing, Got Away 

On Japanese Ship. 

Miss Mildred K. Allen resumed 
her duties as librarian at Webster 
Groves High School today following 
her return last night from Shang- 


hai, where on Aug. 14 she was in 


the Cathay Hotel when an aerial 
bomb struck nearby, wounding sev- 
eral Americans. Unhurt, Miss Allen 
and about 50 other American tour- 
ists walked through streets littered 
with bodies, glass and debris to an- 
other hotel, which they found to be 
filled and equally unsafe. 

Later the same evening, Miss 
Allen related, she and the other 
Americans were taken in laundry 
trucks, which flew the British flag, 
to the Cathay Mansion in the 
French concession. After staying 
there a day, the leader of her party 
decided it would be wise to leave 
Shanghai quickly, so they made an- 
other hurried trip in a laundry 
truck to a warehouse, where they 
waited with 3000 other refugees for 
a Japanese ship. 
morning of Aug. 16 they boarded 
the ship, which took them to Japan,

The majority of oily-skinned 
women have the idea that they must 
use a heavy powder, so that it will 
stay on and cover any shininess, 
but this isn’t true, for fine powders 
cling just as well as heavy ones, if 
they have the property of adher- 
ence. And indeed, when the skin is 
olly, a heavy powder may prove 
detrimental by clogging and dis- 
tending the pores. The best type 
of powder for the normal or oily 
skin is the kind that, while adher- 
ent, is fine enough to permit the 
evaporation of moisture and thus 
prevent any shininess. 

Conversely, dry-skinned individ- 
uals often choose light, fine pow- 
ders. The best type of powder for 
the chronically dry skin, however, 
is the kind made on a proper 
cream base, or containing a bit of 
almond meal. For such powders 
will not dry out the natural mois- 
ture and oil of the skin, but will 
help somewhat to keep it soft and 
smooth. 50

Before applying powder, the 
skin should be well cleaned, and a 
proper powder base applied. Then, 
to do the thing rightly, take a soft 
velour or lamb’s wool puff, dip it 
into your powder, and shake off 
any coarse particles that may ad- 
here, The powder application 
should be started way down on the 
neck, so that no difference in skin 
coloring will be apparent. The 
powder should be worked up to- 
ward the chin, then over the 
cheeks, nose and forehead.

Exact Program in School 
Helpful in Overcoming 
Trait.

HE shy child suffers untold 
T szony and gets mighty little help 

from anybody. “Speak right up. 
What’s the matter with you?” says 
the teacher sharply. “Louder. Go 
to the back of the room and make 
yourself heard.” 
Father and mother look sternly 


over their spectacles and say, 
“What’s this? Poor in oral reci- 
tation? Why can’t you speak up? 
You can shout loud enough when 
you are playing with your sister, 
can't you? You just make an ef- 
fort now, and see that you don’t 
get that note on your card again.” 
And what good will that do? 


I don’t know why children are 
shy. It may be that they have 
had some unpleasant experiences; 
it may be that they fear to fail in 
the presence of others; it may be 
that they have a too sensitive ner- 
vous organization, but that con- 
veys no notion of the cure. I sus- 
pect that many of the shy chil- 
dren were born that way and that 
the best we can hope to do for 
them is to train them to courage 
and confidence as best we may. 


You cannot educate a child to 
courage by talking about it. Nor 
by punishment. Nor by any other 
means that puts pressure upon a 
mind already overburdened. The 
only thing possible is to put the 
child in such felationship to your- 
self, later to others, as will allow 
him—ALLOW him, not MAKE 
him—have confidence in you and, 
therefore, in his ability to do what 
you would like him to do. 


Be very gentle; be honestly friend- 
ly. You cannot cover up irritation, 


impatience and anger and hope to 
have the shy child trust you and 
lean on you for courage. He feels 
what you think when you think it. 
and acts accordingly. Think affec | 
tion, helpfulness and courage. Then. 
keeping the child close to you, let- 
ting him touch you, hold your hand 
if need be, get him to try to do the | 


for class recitations, home duties, | 
everything. Act so as to instil 
courage and confidence in the shy 
child and in time he will reflect 
them. 

XPERIENCE with shy children 

tells us a few things about them 

that might help teachers — 
parents in dealing with them. They 
often need better nourishment than 
their diet, however correct, is giv- 
ing them. Often they have defects 
of vision or hearing or both. They 
shrink from harshness of any sort 


and thrive under praise and under 
the stimulation of success. 


They are helped by knowing ex- 
actly what they are expected to do 
ahead of time. For e e, we 
helped cure a shy child of fear to 
read aloud in class by telling him 
the day before the exact paragraph 
he would be asked to read and 
sticking closely to the bargain. Fol- 
lowing an exact program helps the 
shy child. Doing the same thing 
the same way day after day gives 
him a feeling of certainty, and con- 
fidence follows certainty. 

Carrying something in his hand 
helps him. Taking something to 
deliver when doing an _ errand 
helps. A note, a bundle, without a 
message, is the way to start. Al- 
lowing him hand refreshments 
to guests rather than forcing him 
to meet them formally is one way 
of getting him over a hard place. 
Encouragement piled high is the 
best stimulant.

Lucien Lelong, Paris Designer,

T PUTTING two and two to 
Bree in that mathematical, 

analytical way which American 
women have, one gets the impres- 
sion that Lucien Lelong, noted 
French fashion designer and per- 
fume creator, thinks we are in- 
clined to be too literal about our 
clothes, 


Tell us that skirts are short and 
all of us insist upon hiking them to 
one certain point for daytime and 
go into a dither over how we are 
going to look in the evening. Hint 
that black is very smart and the 
country goes into mourning. Good- 
ness knows what may happen be- 
fore the season is over with the 
sculptured lines in the limelight 
and this leading designer giving 
them his endorsement. We may be 
splitting seams if we don’t watch 
our calories. 


Now Monsieur Lelong — who 
likes to be addressed by the En- 
glish title, “Mister”—didn’'t say 
this. He is much too polite and be- 
sides he is on a good will tour of 
the States to see and to be seen, 
to learn and to launch a new per- 
sume. But if this reporter happens 
to be mistaken it’s all the fault of 
the debonair Frenchman, who likes 
the world to be rosy and who thinks 
American women are much too 
good-looking to have their feelings 
hurt. 

If you went to Lucien Lelong in 
his salon in Paris, with money in 
your bag to buy a complete costume 
and the perfume to go with it, you 
could count upon him telling you 
the truth about yourself. You would 
know what is wrong with your taste 
and your figure. He believes in 
women dressing to suit their type 
and that is why he wants them to 
avoid the impression of wearing a 
uniform. That is why, also, that his 
collections always display so much 
variety and it is difficult to report 
that he favors short skirts or long 
ones, high waistlines or low waist- 


lines, slim or wide skirts. 


His last collection brought out 
this diversity of styling. He slipped 
in some bell-shaped coats along 
with the slender ones. He produced 
a pencil slim, short evening dress 
side by side with bouffant frocks 
employing a “hoop” suggestion. 
Dresses with waistlines at the hips 
went along with those having their 
waistlines under the arms. There 
was glitter one time and a calm, 
tailored emphasis another.

“Let them save these for formal 
occasions. The short skirt is good- 
looking and it is practical. It also 
is more suitable than a long one 
when a woman's escort is wearing 
business rather than dinner 
clothes.“ 

Dressing women to suit the occa- 
sion is one of this designer's inter- 
ests as is dressing each one to suit 
her type. There is no Venus, or 
ideally proportioned figure in so far 
as fashions are concerned, and thus 
the job of designing clothes to suit 
different sizes becomes more inter- 
esting and individualized. Neither 
ig there one age that is easier to 
please or suit in the creation of 


beautiful costumes. Every woman 
is perfection at one time in her life, 
he says, but some are more beauti- 
ful at 16, some at 30, and some at 
50. Furthermore all women are 
young if they want to take the 
trouble to be. 

“There are no rules for fashions,” 
he declared. “What is right for one 
may not be right for another. 
Clothes should be chosen to en- 
hance the beauty of the individual. 
Women should dress to suit their 
figure and their type. One needs a 
long-waisted silhouette, another 
may look better with the waistline 
placed high. 

In practicing his theory that 
women should suit their figures, 
type and age, Lelong employs 
mannequins of different height and 


size. He drapes the fabrics on them,. 
getting new ideas as he works and 
experimenting with the material to 
discover what line looks best and 
pleases him most. 

“I like to build a dress like one 
would build a house,” he explained. 
“Step by step it assumes architec- 
tural value until the product is 
complete and uniform. Perhaps 
that is why, of all the silhouettes 
so popular today, I like the sculp- 
tured silhouette better. It has har- 
mony and form. I don’t like de- 
tails. A very wonderful belt never 
made a gown. Once you begin to 
exaggerate the mode it becomes ar- 
tifical.” 

In discussing the draping of fab- 
rics Lelong commented upon his 
interest in duvetyn—that very soft 


finished, silky backed fabric that 
has returned to popularity. It suits 
his taste because it clings so grace- 
fully to the figure and gives the 
sculptured look he likes. 

Concerning inspiration for a 
mode, Lelong prefers not to think 
that this is gained by delving into 
books or picking out a certain 
period to exploit. He admits that 
events often have an unconscious 
impression on an artist and influ- 
ence his designs although he may 
not be seeking for this inspiration. 

Asked whether the Paris exposi- 
tion with its exhibitions from differ- 
ent parts of the world could have 
dictated somewhat the trend to- 
ward such great variety in the 
mode this season, he agreed that 
this was quite probable. 

“Inspiration was just around ev- 
erywhere as they were working on 
the exhibitions from various coun- 
tries,” he said, “so we certainly 
gained from these if only indirect- 
ly.” 

Brief impressions usually help 
the designer most in the creation 
of a costume, Lelong said. The sun- 
sets and flowers of California, for 
example, have given him inspiration 
for new color harmonies. Places 
he sees and the people he meets 
often supply ideas which become 
useful later as he works with fab- 


rics.

ANY of the styles which be- 

come stamped as of a certain 

period merely happened rather 
than were planned, according to 
Lelong. Let's consider one par- 
ticular model with the skirt dis- 
playing an uplift drape and her- 
alded as expressing “Pre-War Al- 
lure.” When shown the sketch 
of it and asked to explain its man- 
ner of creation, Lelong told of 
designing a dinner dress of black 
crepe patterned with an all-over 
scroll leaf design in faconne. Neck- 
line high at the front, shoulders 
normal, sleeves long and straight 
and skirt moulded to the figure, 
the gown looked drab and uninter- 
esting in spite of its handsome ma- 
terial. The only contrast was that 
of black velvet ribbon at collar, belt 
and hem border. 


Experimenting with the model, 
the designer caught up the skirt at 
the side front and added a petti- 
coat ruffle of cerise and green taf- 
feta. This littie trick transformed 
the gown into a colorful one and in- 
directly gave it that pre-war allure. 
In its altered state the hat orig- 
inally created for the dress would 
not do so the designer picked up 
another having an ostrich trim and 
a veil—exactly right for the dress 
and definitely stamping the entire 
costume as of a certain period. 
Thus a new style was born and 
Monsieur was credited with launch- 
ing a definite revival! 


When it comes to predictions, 
Lelong throws up his hands in re- 
r. If he makes them, the nthey 
must be made good later and that 
might be disastrous. His only hint 
—if such it may be called—comes 
from the design of the container of 
his new perfume. It is taken from 
the emblem of Louis XV who was 
called the “Sun King,” and it may 
indicate that such Parisian style 
makers as this famous one are in- 
tending to do more later with the 
glamourous fashions of the Louis 
Quinze era. 


Cold Buffet Supper

JELLIED TONGUE AND CHICKEN 
RING.

Jellied Tongue and Chicken Ring. 

Place a three-and-a-half pound 
chicken in a kettle with four cups 
of water, one cut up onion, broken 


stalks of celery and salt and pep- 
per. Cook until tender. Remove 
the chicken and reduce the liquor 
to two cups. If there is not enough 
liquid add a little buillon or con- 
somme. Strain. Cut the chicken 
in pieces as for salad and mix with 
one cup of cut up celery. Line a 
large ring mold which has been 
rinsed in cold water with thin slices 
of either canned or home boiled 
smoked tongue placed closely to- 
gether. Soften two tablespoons of 
gelatin in one-fourth cup of cold 
water and dissolve in the heated 
chicken broth to which has been 
added one cup of the liquor in 
which the tongue was cooked, or if 
canned tongue is used substitute 
one cup of bouillon. Cool. When 
beginning to congeal add the cut 
up chicken and cut up celery and 
blend all with one cup of highly 
seasoned mayonnaise. Fill mold 
with mixture and place in refrig- 
erator to set. Unmold and garnish 
platter with watercress and stuffed 
eggs and in center of ring place 
curly endive tossed with French 
dressing to coat. With this pass a 
bowl of mayonnaise and hot rolls. 


Sandwich Loaf. 


from a loaf of bread, first remov- 
ing the crusts. Spread each slice 
with well-seasoned mayonnaise and 
on one slice place thin slices of 
cucumbers, salt and pepper, then a 
slice of bread.

Boil a large piece of salmon tied 
in a cheesecloth, allowing 20 min- 
utes to the pound. Remove from 
cloth, skin and chill. Place on a 
large chilled platter and over top 
pipe criss cross strips of mayon- 
naise which has been colored a del- 
icate green with vegetable coloring. 
In each diamond place a slice of 
hard boiled egg sprinkled with pap- 
rika. Around edge of platter place 
parsley, interspersed with lemon 
curls and pickle fans. With this 
serve a spicy French dressing into 
which has been grated a large 
peeled cucumber. 

Plum Tarts. 

Bake eight tart shells. Take 24 
large blue plums, cut in halves and 
remove the seeds. Sweeten with 
one cup of sugar, add one table 
spoon of lemon juice and let cook 
with a stick of cinnamon just long 
enough to dissolve the sugar. Re- 
move cinnamon stick. Add one 
tablespoon of cornstarch dissolved 
in a little cold water and let cook 
until thickened. Add the yolks of 
two eggs and let cook a minute but 
do not let boil. Cool and stir in 
one-half cup of broken nut meats. 
Fill the tart shells and top with a 
meringue. Run under flame to 
lightly brown. 


Pumpkin Sherbet. 

Place 16 marshmallows in a dou- 
ble boiler and when partly melted 
add two cups of canned pumpkin, 
two-thirds cup of brown sugar, one 
teaspoon salt, one and a half tea- 
spoons each of ginger and cinna- 
mon, a dash of nutmeg, two tea- 
spoons of lemon juice and two 
tablespoons of orange juice.

For Diabetics 


Helps at Once 


Immediate Benefits Usually 
Overcome Objections of 
Patient.

ATIENTS with diabetes do not 
P ixe to start taking insulin be- 
cause (1) it looks like an end- 
less thing and (2) because it re- 
quires a hypodermic injection. The 
idea that if you once start insulin 
you have to keep it up is only part- 
ly true. It is true that if the con- 
dition of the body requires it, the 
best thing is to continue, but it 
isn’t true that if for some reason 
it has to be stopped, any serious 

result is likely to occur. 

So far as the second objection 
(the use of a hypodermic) is con- 
cerned, it still holds, but in the 
new protamine insulin we have les- 
sened the inconvenience because it 
can be given in one dose in the 
morning, and continues to work all 
through the 24 hours. 

If the hesitant diabetic who needs 
insulin would just try it once 
would need no further argument, 
He doesn’t realize how much better 
he will feel immediately. I know 
one patient who said she woke up 
in the morning after her first shot 
of insulin and felt as if her body 
had been supplied with something 
it had needed for a long time. Aa, 
indeed, it had. 

Dr. Elliott Joslin, an eminent di- 
abetes expert, says:

Ase from the introduction 

and daily use of protamine 
insulin has been an alteration in the 
attitude of the diabetic patients 
toward their disease. Instead of 
being neglectful and indifferent, as 
they often were, to their tests, re- 
sisting efforts to keep them more 
nearly sugar free, they now watch 
their reports very closely and ex- 
pect and demand that the physician 
produce his expected good results. 
This is a healthy sign. It certainly 
is desirable for us medical men te 
be challenged to improve our treat- 
ment.” 

Protamine insulin is best de 
signed for patients who have never 
used insulin, but really need it. For 
those who have been using regular 
insulin and have learned how te 
control the dosage, it is probably 
disadvantageous to switch to pro- 
tamine insulin. 

Age plays an important role in 
the degree of control of diabetes 
with protamine insulin, in. that 
those above 40 years of age did

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THE CITY OF SOCRATES 


By Bruno Lessing 


ATHENS, Sept. 15. 

HEN the S. S. Roma rounded 

the coastline of Greece and 

dropped anchor 
Bay, I saw the Parthenon atop the 
Acropolis, gleaming white in the 
morning sunshine. The Parthenon 
is the adornment of the Acropolis. 
The Acropolis is the soul of Athens. 
Athens is Greece. And Greece is 
the ancient capital of the world of 
Thought and Beauty. 

I had long looked forward to this 
visit and anticipated the many 
thrills I would get. I was even 
foolish enough to think that it 
would be easy to grind out a few 
columns describing what I saw and 
making everything clear to readers 
Now I find myself confronted with 
the task of washing a herd of ele- 
phants. My mind is in a whirl — 
There is too much here. 

Entirely aside from their beauty 
of form and adornment, the stones 
speak of the Golden Age. The 
guide spoke glibly of Homer, Peri- 
cles, Phidias, Socrates, Plato, Aes- 
chylus, Sophocles and Aristophanes. | 
In literature they are mere names. 
Here they lived, loved, ate, drank, 
paid rent and taxes and died. And 
as I wandered among the ancient 
ruins those men became real and 
their immortal achievements took 
on a new meaning. 

The rich people of Rome sent 
their sons to Athens to be educated. 
Those young Romans saw Athens 
in all its splendor. As I look back 
to my own school days, I realize 
that my education in “the glory 
that was Greece“ was rather a 
flop. I should have gone to Greece 
first, then studied and then re- 
turned. Even the sight of these 
ruins would have inspired me to a 
better understanding of the profes- 
sor’s dreary lecture and the cold 
pages of history books. You can 
read volumes about Pericles but 
you have to see the Parthenon to 
understand how great he was. 

The best accounts of Athens run 
into many volumes, If, therefore, 
you find the impressions in this 
ephemeral column unsatisfactory, 
please remember that I said it first.

it is a clean, bright and snappy 

town with trolley cars, taxis, 
busses, well-paved streets, up-to- 
date movie theaters, dance halls, 
attractive shops and good food and) 
wines. The Hotel Grande Bretagne 
—affectionately called the G. B.— 
is the center for all foreign visitors. 
In the heat of summer its big, air- 
conditioned bar is an oasis of com- 
fort. 

In the course of her history 
Greece was controlled by Rome, 
Byzantium, Turkey, the Venetian 
Republic and other countries. The 
shops of Athens are filled with sou- 
venirs of those various occupations, 
mostly cheap and all fakes. The 
most attractive things for intelli- 
gent tourists to buy are the hand- 
woven textiles of the modern Greek 
peasants in raw silk or linen, in va- 
rious forms. Although you can al- 
ways get a pair of coral ear-rings 
that belonged to a Byzantine Prin- 
cess of 1500 years ago for 50 cents. 

From the standpoint of American 
and English exchange, living in 
Athens is ridiculously cheap. If 
you have an income of $30 a week 
and will take the trouble to learn 
modern Greek, you can live the life 
of Riley. 

I am not in the habit of pointing 
out cheap places where Americans 
can become expatriates for no other 
purpose than to lead an idle exist- 
ence. In the case of Greece, I envy 
those who can afford to live here 
because of their opportunity to ab- 
sorb the panorama of Greek his- 
tory which is the essential basis of 
all education and culture.

But at the top, when the columns 
of the Parthenon came into view, 
I forgot all discomforts and en- 
joyed a grand thrill. Emerson 
wrote:
